More than 100 students from 29 
organizations at UNO will be taking part 
in a “night commute” Saturday, April 29, to 
bring attention to the situation in Uganda in 
hopes of ending the devastation.

Farnam St., where they will spend the night 
and participate in a variety of activities. 

Omaha is one of more than 136 locations 
across the nation to host such an event in 
conjunction with Invisible Children Inc, a 
nonprofit organization established in 2004 
that is committed to ending the war in 
northern Uganda where children are forced 
to fight as soldiers. Invisible Children was 
the result of a trip to Africa by three southern 
California filmmakers who documented their 
findings of children who are the weapons 
and the victims. 

Pauline Mburu, a UNO student and 
organizer of the April 29 commute, said this 
event is very important because it helps shed 
light on an issue that many in the United 
States may not be aware of or consider a 
problem. Earlier this year, UNO students had 
the chance to view a film made by Invisible 
Children. After watching the presentation, 
Mburu said she was motivated to aid in the 
cause. : 

“I was moved to do something in hopes 
of dispelling the myth that the situation in 
Uganda is just ‘the way Africa is,” she said. 
“I was born and raised in Kenya, and I never 
saw or experienced what the children in 
Uganda are undergoing. I am demanding 
that the U.S. government help put an end to 
the longest-running war in Africa and one of 
the worst crises in the world today.” 

Those joining UNO in the commute 
include students from Creighton University 
and Lewis Central High School (Council 


Bluffs), as well as participants from First 
Christian Church and Christ Community 


Church, among others.

“As a teenager, I didn’t like school. I like 
it now, it’s relevant to my life,” said Boggis, 
a military-personnel flight superintendent at 
Schriever Air Force Base in Colorado. 

Some employers are willing to help pay 
the bill.

Entering their 10th year as a band, 
Placebo has proven. again and again that it 
has no equal in the music industry. Placebo 
is a trio of men who each have different 
sexual orientations, have legions of fans 
across an ever widening social spectrum 
and have been asked to play some of the 
most exclusive dates of any band anywhere. 
Quite simply, Placebo is one of those bands 
you either “get” or you do not. For those 
who have never heard of the band, however, 
or those that just don’t remember what it is, 
here is a quick refresher: 

Placebo is from Luxemburg, somewhere 
between Germany and Belgium in Europe, 
and released its first and self-titled album 
in 1996. However it was not until its 1998 
release, Without You I’m Nothing, that the 
band hit it big with “Pure Morning,” a hit 


in the United Kingdom, the United States, 
Australia and France. It was about this time 
that the band also attached “Every You and 
Every Me” from that same album to the 
Cruel Intentions soundtrack, which got it 
major exposure in the United States. 

The band has been relatively quiet since, 
but put out its best charting UK album, Black 
Market Music, which many fans consider to 
be its best album. It also put out Sleeping With 
Ghosts, and a “greatest hits” disc called Once 
More with Feeling, which came out in 2004. 

Meds, Placebo’s first venture into the 
studio in three years, opens with a track that 
is the album’s namesake. It’s a fun track, 
but nowhere near as good as the following 
track, “Infra-Red,” whichis a bit of an upbeat 
song with lots of sound effects in the song 
bed.

Track uses Nebraska invite as prep

The UNO women’s track team claimed 
10 top-four finishes in the Nebraska 
Invitational, despite a nearly two-hour delay 
caused by mid-afternoon thunderstorms last 
weekend. 

The Mavericks won three individual 
titles even though Coach Tim Hendricks 
decided to mix things up last weekend. 

“We are going to experiment by putting 
people in events they don’t normally 
compete in,” Hendricks said in an interview 
last week. 

Laverne Monger won the 200- 
meter dash with a time of 24.26 seconds 
and teammate Molly Belling came in 
third with a time of 24.74. Belling also 
claimed the title in the 100-meter dash 
with lightning speed, clocking in at 11.49. 
UNO ’s national indoor long jump champion, 
Foluso Makinde, once again claimed the 
long jump with a leap of 19 feet, 7% inches. 

Three Mavs placed in the top 10 in the 
triple jump, Debbie Akerly claimed fourth in 
the triple jump with a 37-00.50 jump, Ashley 
Yates leaped to a seventh place finish and 
Kelly Hollmann to an eighth place finish. 

Representing the distance runners for 


the Mavericks, Kelli Ryan placed third in the 
5,000-meter run with a time of 18:05. 

Tahnee Tuenge came in fourth in the 
1,500 meter run with a time of 4:41.35. Kelli 
Mertes also snuck in a top-10 finish in the 
event placing ninth with a time of 4:47.69. 

Lisa Lane was the only member of 
Mavericks to place in the 100-meter hurdles 
claiming fourth with a time of 14.85. 

Other top 10 finishes from last weekend 
meet include: Karin Clarkson finished sixth 
in the 400-meter dash with a time of 56.67. 
Three Mavs placed in the top 10 in the 
400-meter hurdles, Magda Orzylowski took 
home fifth with a time of 1:03.73, eighth place 
was Lane with a time of 1:05.25 and ninth 
place went to Angela Kampschneider, who 
clocked in at 1:06.24.

Three standout players in the United

Overall Kemp was pleased with the 
recruiting the class. 

“I’m very excited about it,” Kemp said. 
“It’s the type of class that will, over time, 
help us move up the national rankings and 
complement the players that are all ready 
in the program.”
